Six,—lhe charges that some provision dealers 
and butchers are making at the present time 
are seen below. Take the question -of the ver 
choicest bacon in the market, which is Limeric 
middies. The current wholesale price delivered 
to | gg a dealers in 202s. per cwt., less the 
trade discount; but what is more generally 
vended to the public at the moment is smoked 
American meats, middles of which are quoted 
at 190s., and Dublin cuts 182s. per owt. In 
none of these cases ought the retail prices for 
choicest cuts to be 2s. 2d. Ib., much less 

, 6d. per Ib. If the three ial lote—viz., 
Limerick middles, States middies, and Dublin 
cut—are added together, the average price 
would work out at around 191s. per cwt. 

The writer has had an opportunity of com- 
paring several house-holders’ pass books em- 

ying the prices charged in a Dublin district 
by certain shops. In many cases they charged 
2s. Sd. per Ib. for rashers the week before last, 
and 2s. 6d. per Ib. last week, without. any 
differentiation in quality. He also noticed that 
in several of these pass books ls. 10d. and 
ls. 11d. per lb. for cheese was charged, for 
which retailers have no right to exceed ls. 4d. 
«per lb. Some. butchers in this district are 
charging 1s. 6d and Is. 8d. per Ib. for ordinary 
joints of beef and mutton, and in some cases 
up to ls. 10d. for steaks and chops, whereas the 
very best joints of beef should be procurable 
at the present time at ls. 3d. to Is. 4d. per 
lb., and sirloins and rteaks at outside figure of 
ls. Sd. per Ilb., with very handsome profits to 
the butchers. Best joints of corn beef should 
be obtaipable at 1s. per tb., and the coarser 
sorts at 10d. and 11d. per Ib. 

In these strenuous ‘times it might be. worth 
consideration to form a little association of the 
paterfamiliases of each neighbourhood to com- 
pare prices and discuss the weekly household

COURTMARTIAL IN CORK, 


At Cork Barracks yesterday, Thomas Marri- 
ran, Clooncourha, Inagh, Co. Clare, was charged 
before a District Courtmartial with having, at 
Knockatemple, on the llth September, and at 
Rushawn and Ballynock on the 13th September, 
practised parties of men in movements of a 
military nature. The Court was composed of 
Major E. L. Keogh, Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
(President); Captain R. W. Harris (Irish Com- 
mand), and Captain F, G. Saunders, Leinster 
Regiment. 

Mr. J. T. Wolfe, Crown Sdlicitor (instructed 
by Captain RE. J. C. Maunsell), appeared to pro- 
secute, and the acCused was not professidnally 
represented. 
Sergeant J. W. Giles atated that about a 
quarter to ten on the night of the llth Sep- 
tember he saw a party of about forty young 
men and boys marching in military formation 
of fours along the road at Knockatemple. The 
accused was in command, and gave military 
orders, which were obeyed. The witness asked 
the accused for his name, and it was given. He 
then asked the accused if he knew that by 
drilling he was committing an offence under the 
Defence of the Realm Act, and the accused 
answered, “Well, I do.” The witness cau- 
tioned him to discontinue drilling, and after a 
short time the acccused gave the command 
dismiss,"” which was obeved. A Sinn Fein 
meeting was then held, and the drilling party 
as well as the others, attended. At the close of 
that. meeting the accused shouted: “ Kilnamora 
Volunteers, fall in. Number. Form fours 
Right turn; by the’ left - quick’ march.” The 
party then marched away. The witness gave 
similar evidence with regard to the charge of 
drilling on the 13th September ~

PRISON DOCTOR'S EVIDENCE. 


The Coroner'a inquiry into the cause of death 
of Thomas Ashe, a Sinn Fein leader, who died 
in the Mater Misericordi@ Hospital, Dublin, 
shortly after his removal thereto from Mount- 
joy Prison, where be had beep undergoing & 
seutence of twelve months’ Imprisonment, im- 
posed by a courtmartial, under the Defence of 
the Reaim Act, in respect of seditious speeches, 
was resumed yesterday at the City Alorgue belore 
Dr. u A. Byrne, Coroner, Ashe and other 
Sinn £ en prwonere resorted tO & bunger strike 
as & prulesl agaist Lhoir Weatluelt He ofdiuary 
crimiadéis, 4hu had ty 06 foroibDiy Ted. Lie was

Mr. 1. M. Healy, K.C., and Mr. J. Dixon (in. 
structed by mr. o. J. Uugaaú) appeared for 
the next-ol-kin. 

Mr. Healy opened the proceedings by saying 
that it would ve necessary for him in the dise 
charge of hw duty to apply thet certam pre 
soners, colleagues of the gecoased, should be 
brought there for examination. He observed 
from the newspapers that it was proposed to re- 
move those prmonere to Engiand. He took it 
that if that were done it would be an attempt 
w remove them from the jurisdiction of the 
Court, and to hamper the adntinistration of 
justice, He asked that the whole of the prir- 
eoners be regarded as le witnesses, and 
that they be not removed from Ireland at pre- 


went. 

Mr. Hanna—A more ridiculous proposition 1 
never heard. No etatement made by Mr. Healy 
will prevent the authorities from doing what the 
want to do. He is at liberty to take any leg 
rocedure he pleases to have witnesses brought 

re. He begins every day by making some 
sensational statement. 

Mr. Healy said that if the Coroner had not 
the power to bring the prisoners to his Court 
he would apply to the High Court. 

The Coroner said he could bring only thom 
witmesses who had seen Ashe undergo treat- 
ment, or who were present at his death. He 
had no doubt he could get the witnesses that 
were wanted. The application had never be- 
fore been refused, 

Warder Bernard Waters was recalled by Mr. 
Hanna. 

Mr. Healy said that if this was an attempt to 
heel-tap evidence already given, or to set up 
Dr. Lowe, he had to say that it was not a 
matter touching the death. Dr. Lowe had con- 
tradicted Waters, and if it was proposed to 
mend that it could not be done. ' 

Mr. Hanna—Mr. Healy has taken the oppor- 
tunity of again endeavouring to throw dirt on 
Dr. Lowe after his performance on Friday week. 
Mr, Healy—Dr. Lowe threw dirt on hi , 
(Laughter in the gallery.) 

Mr. Hanna said that if there were further de- 
monstrations in the gallery he should ask to 
have the Court cleared, or he would walk out 
with all the witnesses he intended to call.

Did Ashe make any complaint or resistance oa 
that occasion of his feediug? Noms whatever. 
At 11.40 on the followmy suesday morning he 
saw Ashe as he was coming, with two Warders 
supporting him, from the tcedmg room, He 
saw he waa il, and he asked hun how he felt. 
Ashe said he felt weak, He (witness) told the 
warders to take hum at once to the hospital, Le 
went te the hospital afterwards and examined 
the man. His heart was weak and somewhat ir 
regular, his extremities were slightly coid, and 
his respiration much embarrassed. tie said to 
him—"' You are very seriously ill. 1 shall se 
cure your release, and 1 want you to take some 
brandy and milk.” He gave him avout an ounce 
of brandy.and a little quantity of milk. The 
prisoner took it voluntarily on the understanding 
that he would be released. A hot jar wae 
placed at his feet, and one of the hospital 
warders was told to remain with him, and to 
administer brandy and milk and beef tea every 
fifteen minutes. He asked Ashe iu he felt nit 
to be removed to the Mater Hospita!, and he re- 
plied that he did, and he was accordingly re- 
moved in an ambulance. There were no quali- 
fied skilled nurses in the prison tu deal with & 
case like Ashe'a. 

Mr. Hanna read from the prison book a» 
entry made by the witness stating that Asin 
was in'a condition that his ilisess might te. 
minate fatally within a brief period, and before 
the termination of his sentence: further, that 
tu was @ case that EA “rn careful watening b) 
a qualified nurse, itneas personally super 
vieed Ashe’s removal and afterwards cahed to 
weo how he was at the hospital, He was ot 
opinion that it would benefit the man to nave 
bim gent to hospital. As to the scratches on 
Ashe’s face, which Professor MecWeeney de- 
scribed, he was of opinion that they could have 
been caused in the shaving of him, with the 
exception of one mark in the lower part of the 
neck, which was a depression and rot an abra- 
sion, While he was under witness's observation 
he saw no cut or bruise on his face, and he 
made no complaint whatever of being cut or 
bruised. 
in reply to Mr. Healy, who obtained produe- 
tion of some of the prison books, the witness 
said there was a rule stating that punishment 
must be entered in the Governor's book. Tne 
punishment awarded to these prisoners was that 
they be deprived of their instructive books for
